April 1st, 1925, there were 2536 in service, consisting of 375 business phones, 
1942 residence phones and 219 extension phones; showing a net gain in busi- 
ness phones of Mr'in residence phones of 53 and 8 extension phones, making 
a total gain for the year of 75 telephones; to make this gain we installed 298 
phones, and took out 223; we also moved 136 phones during the year.
